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An Account of Books.

Societatis Medice Havnienfis Colleétanea.—Cum 
Figuris incifis. Vol. II, 8v0. Havniae. 


N a former number of our Commentaries, 
fome account was given of, the principal 
papers contained in the firft volume of this 
work, as well as of the fociety by whoin 1t is 
publifhed. The volume now before us con- 
tains no lefs than thirty-fix differtation$ upon 
different fubjects. We cannot therefore, at- 
tempt to give an analyfis of each of thefe, 
but muft confine our ocbfervations to a few. 
And 
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And among others the following, from their 


interefting nature, feem to claim particular at- 
tention. 


Odfervatio de Febre putrida petechiali a Fetore Pi/- 
cium falitorum putrefattorum. Autore V.B. 
Aafkow. 


The dreadful effects which enfue to the 
human fpecies, from the putrid exhalations 
of ftagnating water, or of other putrefcent 
fubftances, are now fo generally known, efpe- 
cially, as our author obferves, fince the publica- 
tions of Lanfcifi, Pringle, and Lind upon this 
fubjecét, that it is fcarce neceffary to trouble 
the world with other inftances of the fame 
nature. The publication, however, of the 
following obfervation, fn his opinion, may, 
perhaps, have fome influence in putting a fet 
of people upon their guard, who, from their fre- 
quent confinement to a very {mall fpace, can 
never be too attentive in preferving a ‘purity 
of the air around them. 


A thirty-two gun frigate went upon a four 
weeks cruife to the Baltic, in May,1773. There 
were 189 men on board, all in high health, 
and in good fpirits, at the time of their fetting 
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out. The weather happened to be rainy at the 
beginning of the voyage, but no other circum- 
{tance occurred, which could give any reafon to 
dread that the crew would be unhealthy. For 
the firft fortnight the hands all enjoyed very 
good health; but about that time a very dif- 
agreeable putrid fetor was obferved over all 
the fore-part of the fhip, and by degrees it 
extended over the whole veffel. A putrid dif- 
order foon commenced among the failers, with 
which a great number were feized; and it was 
remarkable, that thofe were firft attacked with 
it, who flept in the fore-part of the fhip, where 
this fmell was firft perceivable. On the con- 
trary, thofe were laft in being feized, whofe 
apartments were in the moft diftant parts of 


veffel. 


As the putrefcent effluvia, which for fome 
time had prevailed in the fhip, was imme- 
diately fufpected to be the caufe of the fick- 
nefs, all the different apartments were examin- 
ed, but although the ftrifteft fearch was made 
in order to deteét the caufe of the fetor, yet 
nothing fatisfactory could be difcovered. The 
fetor became daily more intolerable, and the 
ficknefs among the men increafing in the fame 
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proportion, they were at laft, about the mid- ; 
dle of June, obliged to put into port. ha 


A farther fcrutiny being now fet on foot, 
the caufe of all the mifchief was at laft difco- 
vered; in the falted fifh intended for the pro- 
vifion of the fhip. To the under ftrata of thefe 
it was found that fome falt water had got ac- 
cefs, and as the upper ftratum of the whole 
remained fweet and untainted, every caufe of 


fufpicion had thereby been prevented from 
falling on that quarter. 


Every putrefcent article being thrown over 
board, and the fhip having undergone a tho- 
rough cleanfing, fhe again fet fai] in the month 
of July; but fo difficult is it effectually to 
eracicate this caufe of difeafe, when once it 
has cot accefs.to a fhip, that, notwithftand- 
ing every attempt for the purification of the 
vellel, the ficknefs among the men ftill conti- 
nued to prevail, and at laft got to fuch a 
height as obliged them again to come into 
port, till fome more effectual means could be 


fallen upon, for removing the eaufe of their 
difafters. 


Our author afterwards gives fome account 
of the fy mptoms which occurred in the dif-. 


order 
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order thus produced; but as he has few or no 
obfervations upon the method of cure practif- 
ed. And as the appearances which the difeafe 
exhibited, did not differ materially from the 
general run of putrid fevers, it is not here 
neceffary to give a particular detail of them.

A young woman, aged twenty-five, was 
feized with a hoarfenefs, and pricking pain in ; 
the fauces, but without any fymptom of an- 3 
gina, or any other local affection ; fhe was af- 
fected alfo with a dry cough, cardialgia, an 
obftinate coftivenefs, a troublefome pain in the 
left hypochondrium, a ravenous appetite, fup- 
preffion of the menfes, a palenefs of counte- 
nance, and defection of the {pirits.

Worms being fufpected as the caufe of the 
difeafe, calomel with rhubarb, valerian, and 
other anthelmintic medicines were ‘prefcribed, 
? but with no advantage.

At laft recourfe was had to powder of tin, 
conjoined with jalap ; two drams of the for- 
mer, and half a dram of the latter, being 
made into a belus with honey, were given for 
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_adofe. After three dofes of the medicine had 


been taken, a worm of the tenia kind was 
paffed, no lefs than thirty-eight yards in 
length ; and although the remedy was ftill 


continued, no more of thefe animals were dif- 


charged, and in a fhort {pace of time the pa- 
tient got into a ftate of perfect health. 


The worm was intended to have been put 
into a bottle of fpirits, with a view to its pre- 


fervation ; but, by miftake, it was put into a 


bottle of vinegar; and as, in a fhort time 
after being immerfed in this fluid, it became 
perfectly black, our author fuppofes that 
vinegar may one time or other be brought 
into ufe as an anthelmintic. 


Tentamina Eleétrica it Animalibus inftituta Parii- 
cula prima.

Various opinions, our author obferves, have 
prevailed with refpect to the manner in which 
lightning operates on the bodies of animals, in 
depriving them of life. 

Some have fuppofed that death on thefe oc- 
cafions, is occafioned by a very high degree of 
rarefaction, induced by the thunder on the at- 
mofphere. . Others allege, that it in general 
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proceeds from. ruptures in the blood-veffels 
and nerves ; and fome again affert, that death 
in fuch inftances is induced merely by the vio- 
lent concuffion given to the nervous iyitem. 


With a view to throw fome light upon this 
fubject, a fet of electrical experiments were 
undertaken by ourauthor. A few of thefe are 
now publifhed, and the reft we are made to 
expect in fome future publication of the fo- 
ciety. 


A colt, three months old, was at firft made 
choice of for the fubject of thefe experiments ; 
but the ftrongeft ihocks our author could give 
could not killit; the contents of ten large 
bottles were, at different times, made to pafs 
through the head ; but although the animat 
was thereby knocked down, and ftumbled z 
Kiule, it always inftantly recovered again. 


A common .hen was now fixed upon ; ana 
it was found that a fhock pafled througa the 
head, from one of the bottles only, was fufh- 
cient to produce death ; at leaft after receiv- 
ing the fhock, the animal feemed deprived of 
every fenfe, and could not be affected by any 
Kind of irritation. 

Among 
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Among other means of applying irritation, 
it occured to our author to make fomte trials 
of repeated electrical fhocks. And accord- 
ingly different fhocks were given to the head, 
of nearly the fame ftrength as the one origi- 
nally given from one of the bottles, but all 
to no purpofe, the animal {till remaining to 
all appearance dead. At laft, however, a 
fhock being made to pafs from the fternum to 
the back, life inftantly returned, and the ani- 
mal immediately walked about as if nothing 


had happened. 


The fame experiment was afterwards at dif- 
ferent times repeated, and always with the 
fame effect ; the fhocks given at the breaft 
always counteracting effectually thofe given at 
the head. 

Several fmart fhocks being made to pafs 
through the head of a cock, he was thereby 


not only rendered to all appearance dead, but 
confiderable quantities of blood were difcharg- 


ed from his mouth and nofe; he inftantly re- 


covered, however, on receiving a fhock at the 
breatt. 


To prevent all manner of deception, and to 
determine exactly whether thcfe animals would 
recover froin the effects of the firft fhock 


upon 
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upon the head, without the intervention of 
the other given to the breaft, another hen, 
and the cock with which the former experi- 
ment was made, were feized, and one fhock 
made to pafs through the head of each, of 
the fame ftrength, being given both at the 
fame inftant from the fame bottle. The ani- 
mals being both thereby rendered entirely def- 
titute of fenfe and irritability, were left lying 
upon the ground till next morning, when they 
were found perfectly tid and cold ; nor could 
they be again recovered, either by the effects 
of electricity, or by any cther means that 
were attempted. 


The cxperiments already related by Dr. 
Abildgaard, may, we taink, not only lead to pro- 
bable conjeCtures, as to the caufe of death 
from lightning, but alfo, perhaps, to important 
difcoveries with refpect to the means of reco- 
very in fuch a cafe. The author, however, 
has delayed his conclufions from thefe, as wel! 
as the relation of farther experiments, to a 
future volume of the work. With an account 
of thefe, therefore, we may hope foon be 
able to prefent our readers.

De Parefi Metafiatica Brachii finifiri a Gonorrked.

A young man, aged twenty-fix, of a fanguine 
temperament, was fuddenly feized with a pain, 
and paralytic affection of his left arm; which 
came to fuch a degree of inveteracy as entirely 
to deftroy both fenfe and motion, not only of 
the arm, but alfo of the hand and fingers. 


A furgeon was firft called, and afterwards a 
phyfician, who prefcribed blood-letting, blif- 
ters, the ufe of camphor, and fome faline me- 
dicines ; but all to no purpofe. Emollient 
cataplafms and fomentations were afterwards 
had recourfe to, fpirit of fal ammoniac, and 
other ftimulating applications, were likewife 
applied; but no advantage accruing from any 
of them, the afhftance of our author was at 


laft defired. 


As the difeafe continued to refift obftinately 
the ufe of every ordinary remedy, and as the 


patient now gave information that he had 
for fome time laboured under a gonorrhoea, 


which by fome quack medicine had been fud- 
denly put a flop to, immediately before the 
appearance of the paralytic affection of the 
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arm, that circumftance was immediately fuf- 
pected as the caufe of his diforder. 


A courfe of mercury, in the form of Baron 
Van Swieten’s folution, was accordingly pre- 
{cribed ; together with an electary of farfa- 
parilla conjoined with rhubarb, guaiacum, and 
fena; and a decoction of burdock and eguaia- 
cum to be ufed as ordinary drink. By the ufe of 
thefe remedies, the pain of the arm gradually 
abated, as did alfo the paralytic affection; and 
in a fhort time the paticnt was reftored to per- 
feét health. Soon after he began the courfe 
now mentioned, the difcharge from the urethra 
was obferved to return, and it was remark- 
able, that, according as the difcharge increafed 
in quantity, the feveral fymptoms of the dif- 
eafe became lefs violent. 


Our author takes occafion to remark, that 
alimoft all the bad effeéts, fuch as violent rheu- 
matifms &c. which frequently refult from 
courfes of mercury, are cffectually prevented 
by conjoining to the mercury the ufe of gen- 
tle laxatives, and of mild diaphoretic diluent 
drinks, fuch as thofe already mentioned.

HE intention of this treatife is to en- 

counter a practice, which, according to 
our author, is founded on prejudice, and is, at 
the fame time, unnatural, painful, and even 
dangerous. Thefe conclutions are not pre- 
fented as the refult of fpeculative reafoning, 
but as founded on experience; while, at the 
fame time, he éffures us, that the practice of 
drawing the breafts, however, powerfully fup- 
ported by cuftom, may be omitted with fafety 
and eafe. 


The author introduces his obfervations on 
the fubject, by giving a fhort defcription of 
the breafts, and fome account of their ufe. 
The fubftance of his obiervations is, that they 
are glandular bodics, appropriated to the pur- 
pofes of fecretion, and that the liquor fecreted 
is by nature intended for the great and good 
purpofe of nourifhing mankind in their infant 
fiate. While he accounts for the white colour 
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of the milk, from its being a fecretion which 
takes place almoft as foon as the chyle enters 
the blood, he points out alfo the influence 
which food and drink of different kinds have, 
as affecting this fecretion. And from the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquors on infants, if 
taken by the mother when the breafts are 
empty, he concludes that the moft reafonable 
method of encountering the difeafes of infants, 
is from giving medicines by the mouth of the 
mother. 


In the cafe of thofe mothers wlio fuckle 
their own infants, if the child be put early to 
the breaft, obftruction will feldom be met with; 
but if the child be not put to the breaft before 
the third day, this organ becomes full, turgid, 
and fomewhat painful. In this cafe the infant 
is often unable to draw forth the milk, and not 
fo much from the urgency of prefent fymp- 
toms, as with the view of preventing abfceffes, 
{chirrhus, cancer, and the like; it has been a 
common practice to hire a woman: for the 
purpofe of drawing the breafts. By this means 
our author affirms, that endeavours to prevent 
imaginary evils are productive of real difeafe. 
For if in this ftate of fulloefs and hardnefs, 
the breaft were guarded againft every external 
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injury, the {welling would fubfide, even in 
a few hours, and the child might be put to it 
with fafety and with effect. On the other 
hand, external irritation at this time, fuch as 
that which muft arife from drawing the 
breafts, produces inflammiation and all its con- 
fequences, fever, abfcefs, and the like; and 
although the author does not pofitively affert, 
that thefe accidents proceed only from this 
caufe, yet he affirms, that, in his own practice, 
he never met with any inftance of milk-fever 
or abfcefs in the breaft, where that organ had 
not been drawn, or had not received fome ex- 
ternal injury. 


Having formed this conclufion refpecting 
the caufe of thefe fymptoms, Mr. Cruttwell 
next proceeds to lay down thofe directions, by 
which fuch accidents may beft be prevented. 
Firft, he confiders the meafures which are to 
be followed when the child is to be fuckled 
by the mother; and afterwards, when it is 
not to be fuckled. In the firft cafe, he advifes 
that the child fhould be put to the breaft in 
about twelve hours after delivery; and that, 
previous to this, no. food fhould be given it. 
If from neglecting this, the breafis become 
turgid, and affected with a throbbing pain tend- 
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ing to inflammations, he ftill advifes that 
7 they fhould not be meddled with. And he 
affures us, that if the affection be not fup- 
ported by the heat of the room, by cordial 
medicines, hot liquors, or fimilar caufes, the 
throbbing and fullnefs will ceafe in fix, eight, 
or at fartheft in twelve hours. When external 
injuries have been fuch, that a cure cannot thus 
“be effected, our author advifes, the applica- 
tion of the faponaceous cerate, from which he 
tells us that the obftruction will be refolved 
and the milk re-abforbed. When this fails 
of effect, and a fuppuration enfues, he advifes, 
that the matter fhould be difcharged merely 
by a flight puncture, which he affirms, will 
in all cafes be perfectly fufficient. And after 
an opening is thus made, he thinks, that the 
faponaceous cerate is much preferable to thofe 
poultices which are in general recommended. 


The directions which he gives in cafes 
where a child is not to be fuckled, or where, 
from any fupervening difeafe, it becomes ne- 
ceffary that a child fhould be removed from 
the breaft, are nearly the fame with thole 
which have been mentioned above. He con- 
demns the ufe of all {pirituous applications or 


platters, applied with the view of repelling. And

on the other hand, when milk is accumulated ee 
in the breafts, fo as to produce a throbbing 
pain, he confiders the practice of drawing 
them to be both unneceflary and improper. 
He affirms, that when they are left to nature, 
they will never be attended with any bad con- 
{equences. This practice he recommends as 
the refult of long and attentive experience, 


unbiaffed by prejudice, and fupported by fuc- 
cefs.

HE chief intention of the treatife before 
us, is to point out the impropriety of a 
frequent ufe of blifters, in diforders of the 
febrile kind ; a practice, our author remarks, 
which of late has been too indifcriminately em- 
ployed. 
Various inftances might be enumerated of 
the truth of this affertion, but in none does it 
appear moore remarkable than in cafes of apo- 


plexy. 
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plexy. In fome fpecies of the diforder, blif- 
ters may probably be had recourfe to with ad- 
vantage, but nothing, we are told, can be 
more detrimental, than the practice, which, 
even in the inflammatory apoplexy, fo univer- 
_ fally prevails, of applying blifters to the head, 

; neck, &c. In every fuch inftance, our au- 
thor affirms that by the ftimulus they produce, 
they muft certainly tend to aggravate the dif- 
order. 


After giving an hiftorical account of the 
introduction ‘of cantharides as an article in 
redicine; and having fhewn, that as yet their 
properties and the manner of applying them are 
i by no means fufficiently afcertained, our author 
i then proceeds to enquire into the propriety of 
the ufe of blifters in fevers. 


As fever confifts in an increafed. degree of. 
heat, with an unnatural quicknefs of circulation ; 
and as the application of blifters are univer- 
fally allowed to be attended with an auemen- 
tation of both, our author is of opinion that 
they can never in fuch inftances be with pro- 
priety ufed, as they muft always tend to ag- 
gravate the very fymptoms they were intend- 
ed to remove.

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The opinions of Freind, Cloffius, and others, 


who have recommended blifters in febrile dif- 


orders, are particularly enquired into, and at- 
tempted to be overturned; but the writings 
of Sir John Pringle upon this fubjeet, are 
moft feverely animadverted on, as tending to 
eftablifh the application of blifters as a gene- 
ral practice in topical inflammations, efpecially 
in pleurifies. This is a mode of treatment, 
which, our author isconvinced, muft in general 
be productive of the worft effects. As in cafes 
of pleurify, a general rigidity of fibres and 
hardnefs of pulfe almoft always occur; inftead 
of blifters, which feem entirely repugnant to 
the removal of cither of thefe circumftances, 
warm emollient applications cxternally are re- 
commended, together with the internal ufe of 

lanc, demu'!cent, cooling medicines. Blood- 
letting however 1s the principal remedy we 
are dire€ted to depend upon ; by a proper ufe 
of which our author, in the courfe of an ex- 
renfive practice of forty years, in a large 
city, has feldom or never loit a patient in 
pieurify, when the difeafe had not bcen pre- 
vioufly improperly treated, or when the dif- 
order was not too far advanced before he hap- 
pened to be called in.

But although our author by no means ap- 
proves of the ufe of blifters in real inflamma- 
tory affections, yet he does not attempt to 
deny their utility in various occurrences in 
other diforders ; and the following are enu- 
merated by him as circumftances which, in 
general, point out the propriety of their ap- 
plication. 

1. Blifters, he obferves, feem to be evi- 
cently indicated in fuch diforders as arife 
from languor and imbecility, and where of 
coufequence a ftimulus appears to be wanting. 
Where the vis vite appears to be in too debi- 
licated a ftate for effecting a removal of the 


difeafe ; and where a quickened circulation 
{eems to be needed. 


2. They appear particularly proper io all 
fuch affections as are attended with abun- 


dance of ferous pituitous humours ; and in 
cold, phlegmatic temperaments. Our au- 
thor, likewife, agrees with Baglivi, in recom- 
mending blifters in thofe diforders of corpu- 
lent people, fuppofed to be attended with 
what he terms, a vifcid diathefis of the blood ; 
from his belief that even the external appli- 


cation of cantharides may produce a diffolved 
attenuated fiate of the juices.

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3. Blifters are with more propiety had 
recourfe to in diforders of cold, moift, north- 
ern regions, than in warmer climates ; and of 
courfe they may be ufed with more freedom, 
we are told, in winter than in fummer. 3 


4. Applications of this nature are parti- 
cularly proper, when it is intended to relieve 
the part difeafed, by producing an irritation 
and difcharge of matter, in a found, and di- 
ftant part. | | 


5. Our author agrees with Dr. de Haen in 
recommending the topical application of blif- 
ters to parts immediately pained; provided 
all the ufual remedies have been previoufly 
had recourfe to without effect. 


6. Blifters are recommended in fuch cafes 
of convulfive, and paralytic diforders, ds ap- 
pear to proceed from morbid ftates of the 
fluids; but ought always to be avoided, we 
are told, in affections of that nature where 
irritability alone is fufpected as the caufe. 


Thefe, our author remarks, are the only 
circumftances which can ever indicate the 
propricty of having recourfe to blifters; a fpe- 
cies pf remedy, he concludes, never in any 
ref{pect neceflary in the cure of fever.

A Treatije on the malignant Angina, or putrid and 
ulcerous Sore Throat. To which are added, fome 
Remarks on the Angina Trachealis. By J. John- 
ftone, AZ. D. 8vo. Worcefter. 


HE principai part of this differtation 
was publifhed five years ago, as a thefis, 
at Edinburgh. But the author, having fince 
tuat time had an opportunity of making feve- 
ral valuable additions to it, has now thought 


proper to prefent it to the public in its prefent 
form. 


Dr. Johnftene adopts the definition of this 
diforder as given by Dr. Cullen, under the fe- 
cond fpecies of cynanche, viz. ‘ a red painful 
fwelling of the tonfils, and mucous mem- 
brane of the fauces, attended with u!cers, 
which are covered with white, or afh-coloured 
floughs, with a putrid exanthematous fever, 
and with difficulty of breathing and fwallow- 
ing. 

From many paflages in the writings of Hip- 
pocrates, Celfus, and other ancients, Dr. 
Johnftone endeavours to prove, that they were 
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well acquainted with this difeafe. How far 
he is right in this conjecture, our readers will 
beft determine, from comparing their writings 
with the very full and accurate enumeration of 
fymptoms, which they will find in this treatife. 


After giving a very diitinct hiftory of the 
difeafe, the author next proceeds to the 
diagnofis, ar means of diftinétion between 
this and fome other fpecies of angina. The 
inflammatory angina, is, we are told, of every 
other difeafe the moft liab'e to be confounded 
with the putrid fore throat. 


Children, women, the relaxed, weak, and 
fickly, are moft liable to the malignant angi- 
na; adults, men, the healthy, and robuft, are 
moft fubjeét to the inflammatory. 


The malignant fpecies is moft common in 


autumn, and is highly contagious. The in- 


flammatory ufually appears in the fpring, and 
is never contagious. Both of them begin 
with fhivering; but the malignant is more 
commonly attended with ficknefs, vomiting, 
purging, and acute pain of the head, than the 
inflammatory. In the former the pulfe is 
quick, weak, unequal, and fluttcring ; fome- 
times heavy and undofe. In the latter it is 
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frequent, ftrong, full, and hard. The malig- 
nant is attended with but little pain ; the in- 
flammatory with very acute pain. The ma- 
lignant fort is always attended with proftration 
of ftrenoth, dejection of fpirits, perpetual an- 
xiety, fizghing, and great oppreffion at the pre- 
cordia, with dull, heavy, watery eyes. But 
whenever floughs appear, efpecially if they are 
accompanied with a purple or eryfipelatous 
eruption upon the fkin, there can then be 
no doubt concerning the true nature of the 
difeafe, and all fufpicion of inflammatory an- 
gina muft vanith. 


There is but one other fpecies of angina, 
we are told, from which this difeafe requires 
any diftinétion, and that is, the croup, angina 
infantium, or fuffocatio ftridula. A {mall de- 
gree of attention tothe feveral divifions of that 
diftemper, as made by the beft writers, will fhew 
that in refpect to many of the cufes there can 
be no diftinction, becaufe in reality there is 
no difference. 


The fpafmodic and inflammatory fpecies of 
croup, are diftinguifhed from this difeafe in 
the fame manner as inflammatory angina; but 
with refpec to the putrid fpecies of croup, as 
it is attended with the very fymptoms of ma- 

lignant 
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Jignant angina; as diffections after death prove’ 


the trachea to be in it affected in the fame 
manner as in the malignant angina; as the 
writings of Huxham, and the experience of 
other phyficians affure us, that the ftriduious 
voice’is a common attendant on malignant an- 
gina; and, as all authors agree, that the pu- 
trid fuffocatio ftridula is increafed by the fame 


circumftances, and cured by the fame reme- 
dies, there cannot be ftronger reafons, our au- 
thor remarks, for arranging it among the va- 
rieties of malignant angina, and hence he pro- 
pofes the following divifion of malignant 
angina; viZ. into angina maligna tonfillaris, 
and angina maligna trachealis. 

The firft of thefe comprehends all cafes 
where ulcerations are fpread over every part 
of the mouth and throat, when the larynx is 
not affected, which are marked by the ordi- 
nary fymptoms, and difcovered by infpe¢ting 
the mouth and throat” 

_ The fecond takes in all cafes where ulcers 
are formed in the larynx and bronchia, which 
are difcoverable by fharpnefs and fhrillnefs of 
the voice, increafed difficulty of refpiration, 
frequent cough, and expectoration of putrid 


mucus, 
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mucus, at the fame time that the fauces are 
covered over with white floughs. 


This, we are told, is a diftinction of fome 
importance, and deferves attention, from its giv- 
ing much affiftance in forming a prognofis of 
the event; as when ulcers have found their 
way into the trachea, a cure, our author ob- 
ferves, is very feldom to be expected. 


After enumerating the various predifpofing, 
occafional, and exciting caufes of this difor- 
der, Doftor Johnftone concludes, that, the 
proximate caufe confifts in a putrid acrimony 
conveyed into the fyftem, and from which, he 
thinks, all the fymptoms are eafily explained, 
as arifing from a debility of the nervous fyftem, 
and a diffolved ftate of the circulating fluids. 


In the method of cure, our author obferves 
one general indication to be kept in view, is, 
to correct the putrefcent tendency throughout 
the fyftem in general, and to ‘top the pro- 
erefs of putrefaction in particular parts. 

The different remedies recommended by au- 
thors, are here particularly enumerated, and 
to each, Doctor Johnftone fubjoins his own 
opinion. | 
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Bleeding, our author obferves, has been re- 
commended in this difeafe by fome writers ; 
but he coincides entirely with Dr. Fothergill, 
in condemning the practice ; as inftead of mt- 
tigating any of the fymptoms, it uniformly 
tends to render them worfe. 


Purging, like every other evacuations, which 
diminifh much the paticnt’s ftrength, always, 
we are told, does harm, and ought to be 
ftriGtly guarded againft. To obviate coftive- 
ncfs, ripe fruits and occafional glyfters of the 


antifeptic kind, are recommended 1n prefer- 
ence to purgatives. 


When naufea is very urgent in the begin- 
ning of the difeafe, a gentle emetic is then 
recommended both for emptying the ftomach, 
and for exciting a diaphorefis. 


Blifers, notwithftanding the feptic nature 
of cantharides, we are told, have been found 
ufeful in this complaint, by raifing the pulfe, 
and fupporting the vis vita. They are often 
applied with advantage to the throat itfclf, 


Whenever nitre has been much etiployed 
yn the fever attending the malignant angina, 
it has masueftly i:creafed the heat and all 
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the putrid fymptoms. This might natu- 
rally be expected, our author remarks, in a 
fever attended with great depreffion of the ner- 
vous and circulating powers, from a remedy 
which diminifhes, inftead of adding to the 
{trength of thofe powers. 


A dependence upon {piritus Mindereri has 
alfo, we are told, had bad confequences, 
when the tenuity of the blood was in any 
degree confiderable. 


Fixed air, as a corrector of putrefcency, is re- 
commended upon the authority of different 


practitioners. 


Although mercury has been propofed by | 
fome American phyficians, in this diforder, 
yet, our author, thinks the pra€tice excecd- 
ingly hazardous, from the known evacuating 
powers of mercury: every evacuation in the 
malignant fore throat, when carried to any ex- 
tent, always, he obferves, proves prejudicial. 


The vegetable, mineral, and dulcified acids are 
all recommended in this diforder ; particularly 
from their antifeptic powers. But-they cannot, 
we are told, be given with freedom to infants 
at the breaft, becaufe they coagulate .the 

milk, 
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milk; and fo tend to produce diforders of the 
bowels. 


Palvis contrayerve compofitus, 1n fome cir- 
cumftances of diarrhoea, we are told, may pof- 
fibly be ufed with propriety ; but, in other 
tefpects, it is a remedy without any other 
recommendation than that of cuftom and 
fafhion. 

Confeétio cardiaca, together with wine and 
other cordials, is recommended, as tending to | 
make the pulfe fuller and ftronger, and for | 
removing anxiety and leffening ficknefs. .Wine | 
however, is faid, to be more effectual than 
any of the others. 


Myrr> and camphor, are both recommended 
as powerful antifeptics; the former, we are told, 
although commonly prefcribed only in gar- 
gies, yet may be ufed with much propriety 
internally. 

The efhicacy of Peruvian bark, in this dif- 
eafe, has, we are told, furpaffed the healing 


powers, experienced from it in every other 
inftance. Thofe who have tried it moft in | 


this complaint, beft knowing how abfolutely 
it fubdues the difeafe, which is more certainly 
cured by the early application of this remedy, 

than 
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than any difeafe, of equal confequence, by any 
means whatever. It here evidently acts as an an- 
tifeptic and tonic; it correéts putrefcency when 
it is begun, and it refifts the procefs of putre- 
faction, by repairing the forces of nature, and 
by giving that vigour to the nervous fyftem 
which enables it to oppofe and overcome the 


difeafe. 


As it has been found inconvenient to admi- 
nifter the bark in intermittent and remittent 
fevers, at any time but during the intervals 
of paroxyims; fo it has been queftioned by 
fome, whether we ought not to wait for a re- 
miffion in the fever attending the malignant 
fore throat before we give the bark; but our 
author is clearly of opinion, that this cauti- 
ous mode of proceeding is by no means necef- 
fary, no inconvenience having ever, he fays, 
been obferved to accompany or follow the ufe 
of Peruvian bark, at the very height of the 
fever attending this fore throat ; nay, we ought, 
he thinks, to give it more frequently and in 
lasger quantities, in proportion to the height 
of the fever. 


‘As proper additions to Peruvian bark he re- 


Cothmends, decoétions or extracts of cafca- 
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rilla bark, and of lignum Campechenfe, efpe- 
cially when there appears any propenfity to 
diarrhoea. 


By a proper combination and application of 
thefe various remedies, in the method here 
particularly pointed out by our author, prac- 
titioners will feldom fail, we are told, to re- 
move the diforder, excepting in thofe in- 
{tances where the trachea is affected ; which 
not only require fome variety in the mode of 
treatment, but are in reality much more dan- 


gerous than where the mouth and tonfils are 
only affected. 


Doctor Johnftone now proceeds to the more 
particular confideration of the angina maligna 
trachealis ; after enumerating the opinions of 
all the moft eminent authors on this difor- 
der, and having given a diagnofis, between 
the fpafmodic, inflammatory, and malignant 
fpecies of it, he then proceeds to the fpecific 
treatment or method of cure peculiar to the 
latter. 


Whenever the larynx and trachea become 
the feat of malignant angina, the whole me- 
thod of cure direéted for its more ufual form, 


muft then, we are told, be applied with unre-. 


mit 
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unremitting affiduity, though we are forbid to 


indulge the fame pleafing hopes of fuccefs 
from the application of it. 


The air of the patient’s chamber fhould be 
well imptcgnated with the fteams of vinegar, 
myrrh, and honey, which ought to be incef- 
fantly rifing at his bed-fide and he fhould bs 
directed to hold his mouth directly over the 
veffel, or elfe the fteams muft be conveyed im- 
mediately into the mouth by means of a funnel: 
Inftead of common vinegar, acetum {ciliti- 
cum has fometimes been directed to be ufed 
for fteaming, and apparently with effec in pro- 
moting expectoration. 

Expeétoration is alfo to be prornotéd by all 
other probable means. To vomit the pati- 
ent now and then with oxymel of fquills, an- 
fwers this purpofe, and forwards, we are told; 
the feparation of the floughs; and fmallet 
dozes of oxymel of fquills with gum ammo- 
niac or affafoetida may afterwards be ufed to 
keep up the fame excretion. 

Affafoetida is here much recommended ; and 
after a little ufe, even children come to take 
it, we are told, eafier than gum ammoniac. 
Whilft the patient is taking the Peruvian bark, 
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the principal remedy to be depended on, a large 
fpoonful or two of a ftrong folution of aflafoe- 
tida is directed to be given between dofes. 
When the cafe is alarming, or the patient ob- 
{tinately refufes to take it by the mouth, it 


may then be given in a glyfter along with the 
bark. 


In fuch cafes, particularly with infants, when 
medicines are rejected, whilft the danger is 
extreme, aztifeptic baths are directed; to be 
prepared by boiling Peruvian bark, chamomile 
flowers, or myrrh, in a fufficient quantity of 
water, acidulated with a fmall proportion of 
vinegar. 


Blifters to the throat, back, or neck, are alfo 
recommended ; and likewife poultices, com- 
pofed of garlic, to the feet; which not only 
act as antifeptics, but tend to raife the pulle, 
and to render the breathing eafy and regular. 


If, notwithftanding all thefe attempts, the 
difficulty of breathing fhould increafe, where 
the throat is clear from floughs, if the puifé 
be good, and the fymptoms of debility not re- 
markable, as cireumftances are fometimes apt 
to deceive us, inflammation may then be fuf- 


pected, and bleeding may very properly be 
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tried ; for in this, as in every othet dangerous 


difeafe, ovr author concludes, “ fatius eft 
‘* anceps remedium experiri quam nullum.” 


An Account of the Scarlet Fever and Sore- Throat, 
or Scarlatina Anginofa; particularly as it appear- 


ed at Birmingham, in the year 1778. By Wil- 
liam Withering, M.D. 8vo. London. 


HE difeafe here defcribed made its appear- 
ance, we are told, at Birmingham and the 
neighbouring villages, about the middle of 
May, 1778. It continued in all its force and 
frequency to the end of Oétober, varying, 
however, in fome of its fymptoms as the air 
grew colder. In the beginning of November 
it was rarely met with; but towards the middle 
of that month, when the air became warmer, 
it increafed again, and in fome meafure re- 
fumed thofe appearances it poffeffed in the 
{ummer months, but which it had loft during 
the cold winds in Oétober. 


It affected children more than adults; but 
feldom occured in the former under two years 
of age; or in the latter, when once they had 
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The very minute hiftory of the difeafe as 
here exhibited by our author, we cannot pre- 
tend to detail; the more charatterittic fymp- 
toms, however, fhall be enumerated : we fhall 
then give fome account of his obfervations 
on the diagnofis, and conclude with the me- 
thod of cure. 


With various general fymptoms of fever, 
the patient at firit complains of a deje¢tion 
of fpirits, a flight forenefs, or rather ftiffnefs 
in the neck, with a fenfe of ftraitnefs in the 
mufcles of the neck and fhoulders, as if they 
were bound with cords. 


The fecond day of the fever this forenefs in 
the throat increafcs, and the paticats find a 
dificulty in fwallowine, but the difficulty 
fees lefs occafioned by the pata excited in 
the attempt, or by the ftraitneis of the paf- 
faee, than by an inability to throw the necef 
fary mufcles in action. ‘The fkin feels hot 
and dry, but not bard; and the patients ¢x- 
perience frequent, tmall, pungent pains, as if 
touched with the point of a necdle, The 
breath is hot and burning to tse lips, and 
thirft makes them wifh to drink, but the ten- 
dency to ficknefs and the exertions necefary 
in deglutition are fo unpleafant, that they iel- 
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dom care to drink much at a time. They 
have much uneafinefs alfo from want of reft 
during the night. 


In the merning of the third day, the face, 
| neck, and breaft appear redder than ufual; in 
. a few hours this rednefs becomes univerfal, 
: and increafes to fuch a degree of intenfity, 
that the face, body, and limbs refemble a 
boiled lobfter in colour, and are evidently 
fwollen. Upon preffure the rednefs vanifhes, 
but foon returns again. The fkin is fmooth 
to the touch, nor is there the leaft appearance 
of pimples or puftules. The eyes and noftrils 
partake more or lefs of the general rednefs ; 
and in proportion to the intenfity of this co- 
lour in the eyes, the tendency to delirium pre- 
vails 


Things cantinue in nearly this ftate for two 
| or three days longer, when the intenfe fcarlet 
. gradually abates, a brown colour fucceeds, 

‘z aid the fkin becoming rough, peels off in 
finall fcales. The tumefattion fubfides at the 


jame time, and the patients gradually recover 
their ftrength and appetite. 


During the whole courfe of the difeafe, the 
pulfe is quick, fmall, and uncommonly fee- 
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ble ; the urine fmall in quantity; the fub- 
maxillary glands fomewhat enlarged and pain- 
ful to the touch. The yelum pendulum pa- 
lati, the uvula, the tonfils, and gullet, as far 
as ti eye can reach, partake of the general 
rednefs and tumefaction ; but although col- 
letions of thick mucus, greatly refembling the 
fpecks, or floughs, in the putrid fore throat, 
fometimes occur, yet thefe are cafily wafhed 
off, and real ulcerations of thefe parts were 
never obferved. 


Thefe are the moft ufual appearances of this 
diforder; but it too frequently, we are told, 
affumes a much more fatal form. In fome 
children the delirium commences in a few 
hours after the firft attack; the {kin is in- 
tenfely hot ; the fcarlet colour appears on the 
firft or fecond day, and they die very early on 
the third. Others again, who furvive this rapid 
termination, inftead of recovering as is ufual, 
about the time the fkin begins to get its natural 
colour, fall into a kind of lingering, and die 
at laft in the courfe of fix or eight weeks. 


In aduits, circular livid fpots, we are told, 
were fiequently obferved about the breaft, 
knees, and elbows; alfo large blotches of red, 


and others of white intermixed, and oftcr 
changing places, 
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In the month of Oétober when the air be- 
came colder, the fcarlet colour of the fkin 
was both lefs frequent, and lefs permanent. 
Many patients had no appearance of it at all, 
whilft others, efpecialiy adults, had a few mi- 
nute, red pimples, crowned with white pel- 
lucid heads. The infide of the throat was 
confiderably tumefied, its colour a dull red, 
fometimes tending to a livid. The pulfe beat 
in gencral 130 or 140 ftrokes in a minute; 
was finall, but hard, and fometimes fufficiently 
fo to juftify the opening of a vein; and the 
blood thus taken away, in every inftance when 


cool, appeared fizy, and the whole craflamen- | 


wm firm. 


Happy wouid it be, our author obferves, if 
the baneful influence of this diforder terminat- 
ed with the febrile fymptoms. But in ten or 
fifteen days from the ceflation of the fever, 
and when a complete recovery might be ex- 
peéted, another train of fymptoms occur, 
which at laft frequently terminate fatally. The 
natients, after a few days amendinent, fecl a 
fomething that prevents their farther approach 
to health ; an unaccountable Janguor and de- 
bility prevails, a ftiffnefs in the limbs; an 
accelerated pulfe, difturbed fleep, difrelifh to 
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food, and a fcarcity of urine. Thefe fymp- 
toms, we are told, are-foon fucceeded by 
fwellings of a real dropfical nature, forming 


fometimes an anafarca, and on other occafi- 
ons an afcites.

Dr. Withering, aftgr cxamining the ac- 
counts given of this difeafe by Gilerent au- 
thors, proceeds to the diagnofis. It may be 
diftinguifhed, he obferves, from the petechia! 
ever, by the eruption in the latter appearing 
feldom before the fourth cay, by the regula- 
rity and diftinctnefs of the fpots, and by its 
principally occupying. the neck, the back, anc 
the loins. On the other hand inthe ivarler fever, | 
the eruption gencrally appears about the tuird 
day ; confilts either of broad blotches, or elie 
one continued rednefs, which fpreads over the 
face and the whole body. 

In the fever called » sura, the puftules are 
prominent, keep their colour under prefiure, 
and never appear early in the difcafe; where- 
as in the fcarlet fever, the eruption appears more 
early, is Not prominent, but perfectly fmooth 
to the touch, and becomes quite white under 
oreffure. 

Although the purple fever and fcarlatina 
may be connected by fome general caufe, yet: 

our 
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our author takes occafion to obferve, that they 


cannot be mere modifications of the fame 
eruption ; for examples occurs, he fays, of the 
fame perfon being firft ferzed with one of thefe 
diforders, and afterwards with the other; but 
he never met with an inftance of the fame 
perfon having the fcarlet fever twice; and he 
believes it to be as great an improbability as a 
repetition of the fmell-pox. 

This diforder is particularly diftinguifhed 
from the meafles, we are told, by the want of 
that cough, watery eye, and running at the 
nofe, which are known to be the predominant 
fymptoms in the early ftate of the meafles, 
but are never known to exift in the fcarlatina. 

From the eryfipelas this difeafe is diftinguifh- 
able, by the limited feat of the former, toge- 
ther with its not being contagious. 


The ulcerated fore throat, however, is more 
difficult to diftinguifh from this difeafe than 
any other; and yet the diftinction 1s a matter 


of the greateft importance, as the method of 


treatment, we are told, ought to be extremely 
difierent.—But although in a number of cir- 
cumftances, thefe two difeafes bear a very great 
refemblance, yet, with a little attention, the 
one may in general be diftinguifhed from bs 

other. 
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other. From Dr. Fothergill’s account of the 
Sore Throat attended with Ulcers, our author has 
made out the following characteriftical circum- 
ftances of the two difeafes, contrzited to one 


another.

| | 3. That it is from this beginning, and from 
this only, that it fpreads to the ftomach &c.

5. Ihat in confequence of certain laws of 
the nervous fyfi'em, when the debilitating cf- 
fects operate upon the fenferium commune, a 
reaction takes place; and that this reaction, is 
ceteris paribus, proportioned to the sebilitat- 
ine power. 
o. That, in confequence of this re-action of 
tue nervous ivfiem, the vibratory motion of 
the capillary blood-veffels dependent thereon 
is greatly increaicd; an unufually large quan- 
sity of blood 1s accumulated in thofe veffels ; 3 
peart and large hinood-vellels are deprived | 
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of their cuftomary proportion; and hence, 
though ftimulated to more frequent contrac- 
tion, the pulfe muft neceffarily be feeble. 


7. That as violent exertions are followed by 
debility, upon the ceffation of the fever, the 
capillary veffels, which had acted with fuch 
unufual violence, are left in a ftate of extreme 
debility, and are long in recovering their tone ; 
hence it is that fe many patients afterwards 


become dropfical. 


Our author, now proceeds to the confidera- 
tion of the different remedies, which either 
are at prefent in common ufe, or have been 
recommended as proper in this difeafe, 


Blood-letting.—This remedy has been recom- 
mended by authors, but fuch was the ftate 
of the pulfe in this dilorder, at leaft during 
the fummer months, that it was not in any 
inftance. thought advifeable- to take away 
blood. In fome cafes, indeed, where the fiery 
rednefs of the eves feemed to demand the ufe 
of leeches, they were had recourfe to, but 
never with any advantage. In the harvett 
months, when the pulfe was more firm, and 
when fuffocation feemed to be threatened from 
the {welling in the fauces, blood letting was 
fometimes advifed, but fill with iefs advan- 

tage 
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than one would have expected in almoft any 
other fituation. 


Vomitting.—This, our author obferves, feems 
to be the remedy of nature, and he is furprif- 
ed how it fhould have been omitted by feveral 
authors, who have gone before him. Vomit- 
ing, he fays, moft amply fulfls the indications 
atifing both from a confideration of the caufe 
and of the effects; and a liberal ufe of the 
remedy he holds forth as the true foundation 
for fuccefsful practice, in fcarlet fever and fore 
throat.—His conimon form of emetic is a 
combination of tartar emetic and ipecacuanha, 
given in pretty fmart dozes ; and thefe are to 
be repeated at leaft once in forty-eight hours ; 
and in the worft cafes fo often as twice in 
twenty-four hours. 

Purging. —The action of purgatives is con- 
fidered by ouy author, as altogether repugnant 
to the curative indications in this difeafe; for 
the poifon, as formerly remarked, being re- 
ceived into the fyftem by the fauces, the ope- 
ration of a purge, inftead of difcharging it, 
can only promote its diffufion along the ali- 
inentary canal; and in fact, we are told, that 
when even a fpontaneous purging fupervenes 
in this difeafe, the patients fink fo amazingly 
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faft, that it is not within the reach of art to 
fupport them. 


Sudorifics. Cordials. Alexipharmics.—None of 
thefe remedies were found beneficial. With 
refpect to cordials, our author obferves, that 
although they feem to be indicated by the 
ereat lofs of ftrength and feeble pulfe, yet the 
certain confequence of their ufe always was, 
an increafe of reftleffnefs, of the delirium, and 
of the heat. 


Diuretics—Thefe were found very beneficial. 
The vegetable fixed alkali is recommended as the 
moft proper article of this kind : a dram or 
two may be eafily fwallowed every twenty-four 
hours, by giving a fmall quantity in every 
thing the patient drinks. 


Peruvian bark.—No medicine, we are told, 


ever had a fairer trial in any difeafe than the Pe- 


ruvian bark had in this epidemic; for the feeble 
pulfe, great proftration of ftrength, with here 
and there a livid fpot, were thought to be fuch 
undeniable evidences of a putrid tendency, that 
the bark was poured down not with a {paring hand. 
But this was only at firft, for thefe livid fpots, 


and the floughs in the throat being found to be 


the effects of inflammation inftead of putrefac* 
tion,

tion, and the bark inftead of diminithing, rathcr 
increafing thefe fymptoms, it was at laft en- 
tirely laid afide. 


Upon the fame principles that bark was pre- 
{cribed, fixable air was at firft likewife advifed, or 
but with no evident effects, either one way or 


another.—Dulcified acids were alfo had ree & 
courfe to, but with no advantage. be 
| Opiates, although recommended by fome au- . 
| thors, for the removal of inquietude and watch-’ Se

: ing thefe purpofes, always increafed the diftrefs Ee 
of the paticnt. 
Blijiers.—in the fummer appearance of the 
difeafe, blifters were univerfally detrimental ; 
they never iwied to kaften the delirium, and “ee 
if the cafe was of the worft kind, they too of- ie 
i ten confirmed iis fatal tendency.—In the au- Sy 
tumnal feafon, when the inflammation was lefs aa 
gencrally cifufed through the body, they were ie 
lefs detrimental, but did not even here produce a 
any benefic 2] effects. 
Injetted cares of contrayerva decoction, 
{weetened with oxymel of fouills, &c. were 2 
found very Seneficial in bringing away large 
Quantities or viiid from the fauces. 
The 
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The immerfion of the feet and legs in warm 
water, although it did no harm, yet did not 
either procure fleep, or abate the delirium, as 
it frequently does in other kinds of fever. 


As in fummer it was found difficult to keep 
the patient’s fufficiently cool, they were order- 
ed to lie upon a mattrefs, inftead of a feather- 
bed ; a free circulation of air was kept up, 
and where the patient’s ftrength would admit 
of it, they were ordered frequently out of 
doors. Animal food and fermented liquors 
were denied them, and nothing allowed but 
tea, coffee, chocolate, milk and water, gruel, 
barley water, and fuch articles. 


With refpect to the dropfical diforder which 
fo frequently fucceeds to this complaint, it 
was never obferved, our author remarks, when 
the preceding fymptoms had been, properly 
treated. 


When called upon to patients in the drop- 
fical ftate, our author commences his practice 
by a dofe of calomel at night, and a purgative 
in the morning —When a febrile pulfe attend- 
ed the other fymptoms, emetics were ufeful, 
as well the faline draughts and other neutral 


falts.—-When great debility, comatofe, or pe-. 


ripneumonic fymptoms occurred, blifters were 
Vou. VI. No. 23. xX found 
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found very ferviceable; but when dropfical 
fymptoms were the principal caufe of com- 
plaint, fmall dofes of rhubarb and calomel 
are advifed ; recourfe was alfo had to diluted 
folutions of fixed alkalies, fquills, Seltzer wa- 
ters, and other diuretics. 


When the urine flows freely, fteel, and other 
tonics, are recommended ; together with gen- 
tle exercife, high-feafoned foods, wine, and 
the wearing of flannel in contact with the 
fkin. 

Our author concludes his effay with an enu- 
meration of feveral cafes, treated according 
to the principles laid down in the preceding 
part of this publication. The fuccefsful ter- 
mination of thefe cafes demonftrates the pro- 


priety of the pra¢tice which he has recom- 
mended.

N a former occafion we prefented our 
readers with various articles taken from 
preceding parts of the work before us; two 
other fafciculi have fince been publifhed, from 
which we fhall extraét an account of fuch ar- 
ticles as appear to be of moft confequence.

Our author was called to a child, who 
‘about a fortnight before, had been bit in dif- 
ferent parts of one of his arms by a dog; the 
wounds were at this time perfectly healed, 
but the marks left by the teeth of the dog 
were ftill very evident in the cicatrices which 
remained, 


The child was now reftlefs, complained of 
thirft, but on drink being brought to him 
could not fwallow it; his pulfe was full, his fkin 
hot, his eyes fixed and confufed, he could not 


| X 2 fleep, 
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fleep, and as the fight of other people was 
very difagreeabie to him he always endeavour- 
to keep himfelf concealed in dark obfcure 


places. 


The child was blooded two different times, 
and biifters being applied to the parts which 
had been bit, a fuppuration was thereby in- 
duced and the difcharge continued for a con- 
fiderabie time. Nitre and camphor were pre- 
{cribed, together with Plenk’s mercurial folu- 
tion ; and in order to preferve a lax ftate of 
the abdomen, glyflers and gentle purgatives 
were at proper intervals adminiftred. 


_ By a due continution of this courfe, a com 
plete cure was obtained ; and the bark, with 
Virginian fnake-root, were afterwards exhibit- 
ed, by way of preventing a return of the 
‘fymptoms.

We are here prefented with the hiftory of a 
man, who in a fit of lunacy, deprived himfelf 
by means of a razor, of both teftes, {crotum, 
and penis. 

The 
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The hemorrhage that enfued was not confi- 
derable, the man himfelf having got a fuffici- 
ent command of it by gentle prefflure ; and a 
furgeon having been afterwards called in, the 
parts were eafily cured. 


The chief intention our author feems to have 
in view by relating this cafe, is to afford an 
additional proof to the many other already in 
record, of there being no neceffity in the ope- 
ration of caftration, for a ligature on the fper- 
matic veffels. 


Parabyis extremorum et alia fymptomata produéta

A man, aged 55, complained of naufea, vo- 
miting, want of appetite, pains in all hi¢ 
joints, and a paralytic weaknefs in his different 
limbs. To thefe fupervened, headach, cold- 
nefs of the extremities, difficulty in paffing his 
water, which was alfo frequently confiderably 
tinged with blood, his pulfe was feeble, the 
fkin dry, his face pale and of a yellowifh hue, 
his breath foetid; now and then he com- 
plained of pains in his bowels; he was cof-

tive, and a confiderable tenfion occurred in his 
abdomen. 


An emetic being prefcribed, with a view to 
the ftomachic fymptoms, a number of worms, 
of the lumbricous kind, were thrown up; and 
as this gave reafon to fufpect wormis to be the 
caufe of the diforder, gentle laxatives, toge- 
with anthelmintics were prefcribed. By thefe 
means the feveral fymptoms were foon remov- 


ed, and the man returned to his ordinary way 
of life. 


In the courfe of three or four week how- 
¢ver, from this period, he was feized with a 
difficulty of making water, and found it im- 
poffible with all his endeavours to get it ac- 
complifhed. At laft after a violent effort, he 
perceived a long worm coming away from the 
urethra, and having pulled it out he gota 
large quantity of bloody urine eafily paffed. 


Another courfe of anthelmintic medicines was 
again advifed, together with corroborants ; and 
no farther returns of the complaints were ob- 
ferved.

months gone with child, was fuddenly feized.

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with a retention of urine, from an inflamma- 
tory affection about the neck of the bladder. 


The patient having been improperly treated, 
did not get any urine paffed for the fpace of 
eight days, during which period fhe fuffered 
the moft fevere pains. About this time a {wel- 
ling occured at the umbilicus, which break- 
ing the following day, aconfiderable quantity 
of urine was by flow degrees difcharged. 


Our author being now called in, endea- 
voured firft to empty the bladder by means of : 


. :. a catheter; this being done, and a large quan- 
. tity of urine, mixed with pus, being difcharged, 
ae the patient was put upon a courfe of bark and 


other corroborants; and injections, of decoc- 
tions of bark, mixed with mel rofarum, were 
thrown into the bladder, with a view to de- 
os terge and heal fuch ulcers as might remain 
4 after the collections of matter. 
ce By a continuation of this courfe, and care 
ay being at the fame time taken, by means of a 
frequent ufe of the catheter, to prevent the 
urine from collecting in any confiderable quan- 
tity, a complete cure was at laft obtained, by 
the fore at the umbilicus healing up, at the 


fame time that the urine came to be properly 
difcharged from the uretha,

Medical Cafes feleéted from the Records of the pub- 
lic Difpenfary at Edinburgh, with Remarks and 
Objervations. Being ihe Subjiance of Cafe Lec- 
tures delivered during the Years 1776-7. By 
Andrew Duncan, M. D. Fellow of the Royal 
College of Phyficians, Sc. 8vo. Edinburgh. 


N the greater part of felections of medical 
cafes, the objcét of the compilers fecms to 
have been, to exhibit faithful hiftorics of af- 
fections diftinguifhed by their fingularity. But 
in the volume before us, moft of the cafes 
which are recorded have no title to fuch a cha- 
rater. Here it has been the principal aim 
of the author, to eftablifh fome general doc- 
trines which are in a great meafure peculiar to 
himfelf; and to point out the advantages 


which may be derived from practices not com- . 


monly employed. When thefe are the objects 
which he had in view, his work will not be 
the lefs ufeful that he has chofen as the foun- 
dation of his obfervations, the cafes of patients 
fubjected to difeafes which are by no means 


uncommon occurrences. But how far the ob-. 


fervations 
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fervations which he has offered are fufficient, 

either for eftablifhing the propriety of the 

practice which he adopted, or for demon- © 
{trating the truth of the doctrine which he 

fupports, we will not take upon us to deter- 

mine. 


It is probable, that every candid and judi- 
oe cious reader will by no means form the fame 
fentiments with regard to all the cafes which 
are here treated. And there are fome of our 
author’s doétrines, which differ fo widely from 
the almoft univerfally received opinions of 
| medical writers, that they will not probably 
r be readily or precipitately adopted. If, how- 
| ever, he has been able to render them in any 
degree probable, by deducing arguments from 
his own reading and obfervation, thefe may, 


¢ perhaps, have the effect of turning the atten- | 
- tion of other practitioners to future facts, by 
4 which alone they will either be moft certainly 


eftablifhed, or moft effectually refuted. 


if A proper analyfis of every fubject which is 
a treated of in a mifcellaneous volume, would 
much exceed the neceflary limits in a publica- 
tion of this nature. We can now, therefore, 
propofe to prefent our readers with a particular 
ac- 
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account of a few only of the articles which 
are contained in this publication. 

The fubjeé& of the firft article is a cafe of ‘ 
epilepfy. In the remarks which are given on . 
the hiftory of this cafe, the author endeavours 
to point out thofe particulars by which, he 
thinks, that epileptic affections may be moft 
certainly diftinguifhed from thofe difeafes 
which moft nearly refemble them, and which 
prove the prefent cafe to be an inftance of ge- 
nuine epilepfy. With this view, the circum- B 
ftances, on which he puts the chief depend- 
ance, are the age and fex of the patient, the 
nature and appearance of the convulfive agi- 
tations, the foaming of the mouth, but above 
all, the total abolition of the external and in- 
ternal fenfes which occur during the paroxyfins. 
While the former particulars give a {trong pre- 
fumption of epilepfy, he confiders thefe lat 
circumnfftances, as affording a more certain 
ground for diftinguifhing this affection from 
hyfteria, than the diforder of the alimentary 
canal, and the fenfe of a ball tifing to the 
throat which have been confidercd as patho- 
gnomonic fymptoms of the latter difeafe. 
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Having on thefe grounds pronounced the 
difeafe of this patient to be epilepfy, he next 
proceeds to confider how far the caufe from 
which it has originated, in the prefent inftance, 
can be afcertained. And-here the circum- 
ftances of this patient, who had lived con- 
ftantly in the houfe with his mother, a woman 
long fubjected to affections of a fimilar na- 
ture, and who had always flept in the fame 
bed with her, naturally lead our .author to 
make fome remarks on the opinions which 
have been held concerning the hereditary and 
infectious nature of this difeafe. Although he 
readily allows that epilepfy is an hereditary af- 
affection yet he concludes that this patient’s dif- 
eafe did not depend upon that caufe, from the 
difeafe being induced in the mother by an ac- 
cident only which happened long pofterior to 
the birth of this fon. The fuppofition that 
epilepfy can be communicated from conta- 
gion by contact is, in our author’s opinion, fup- 
ported by no fatts, and repugnant to every 
well-founded idea refpecting the nature of the 
difeafe. But he contends that in this, as well 
as in fome affections nearly fimilar, the influ- 
ence of theimpreffion made by being frequently 
a witnefs of fits, is a cafe which in certain habits 
will be fuflicient to induce epilepfy. To this 
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caufe he refers the prefent inftance; and he 
adds, that many other cafes have occured to 
him, where epilepfy could manifeftly be traced 
to fuch an origin. 


That many inftances of epilepfy are totally 
incurable by any treatment with which medi- 
cal practitioners are yet acquainted, 1s not to 
be denied. While, however, our author con- 
fiders it to be a difeafe which, on fome occa- 
fions at leaft, does admit of a cure, he is in- 
clined to think that fuch inftances as the pre- 
fent afford a better chance of fuccefsful treat- 
ment than moft others. Notwithftanding there- 
fore the obftinacy of this affection, even in its 
mott flight form, he ventured to deliver it as 


his opinion, that in this inftance, the epilepfy 


might at leaft be alleviated, if not completely 
removed. 


The cure of epilepfy, according to our 
author, is chiefly to be expected on onc of 
two principles; either by the removal of fuch 
caufes as ferve to excite the fits, or by inducing 
fuch a change on the ftate of the nervous power, 
that the exciting caufe will ceafe to have its 
former eficct. It was with the firft of thefe in- 
tentions, that this patient was put upon the ufe 


of the pilule cerulee. The only IP FO 
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poea, into which this article, as far as we can 
obferve, has a place, is that of the Edinburgh 
college publifhed in 1774. And when we 
confider that it has neither been introduced 
into the Pharmacopoca Suecica, Difpenfatori- 
um Brunfvicenfe, nor other works of a fimilar 
nature, which have been publifhed fince that 
date, we may prefume that it is a remedy 
which is not at prefent in very general ufe., 
The hiftory of a cafe, therefore, in which it 
feems to have been productive of the moft 
falutary effeéts, may ferve to recommend it to 
more general employment. 


The pilule cerulez as they have been called, 
confift of: the cuprum ammoniacum, united 
with bread intended merely to give a proper 


form. It is therefore on the former that the. 


activity of the medicine muft folely depend. 
And in this preparation of copper that metal 
is reduced to a faline ftate by the fpirit of fal 
ammoniac. It is well known that many of 
thofe faline fubftances which have copper for 


their bafis are of fuch activity as to render the 
internal ufe of them by no means fafe. But, 
according to our author, from the prudent ad- 
miniftration of this medicine very confiderable 
effecis, a3 a tonic, may be obtained, without 
any 
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any inconvenience refulting from its influence 
asa ftimulant. For this purpofe, the prefent 
patient began the ufe of it by taking every 
evening one of the pilule’cerulez, containing 
half a grain of the cuprum ammoniaci. A\l- 
though this had at firft the effect of exciting 
confiderable ficknefs at ftomach, yet in a fhort 
time it was borne without any inconvenience : 
after which the quantity was graduaily en- 
creafed, as the ftate of his ftomach would ad- 
mit of it. 


On the ufe of this medicine he continued 
for the fpace of two months. From the time 
that he began this courfe his fits became lefs 
frequent, and from a long interval without 
any threatening of attack, although he was 
frequently expofed to accidents which formerly 
induced fits, there was reafon to believe that 
the difeafe was completely overcome, In this 
fituation he was difmiffed from farther attend- 
ance at the Difpenfary. Our author, therefore, 
confiders this cafe as affording an example of 
the cure of epilepfy by means of the cuprum 
ammoniacum. And he tells us, that this is 
not the only inftance in which he has found it 
to be attended with manifeftly good confe- 


quences in fuch affections. He is very tar,’ 
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however, from reprefenting it as an infallible 
remedy. , And when he tells us, that in fome 
inftances he has employed it without any be- 
nefit, this ought to induce practitioners to con- 


_ fider it as meriting a fair trial in every cafe, 


where other medicines are found ineffe¢tual ; 
although in many of thefe it fhould not be at- 
tended with fuccefs. 


If the firft article of this work affords an 
example of the fuccefsful cure of an affection, 
in its nature obftinate, by means of a remedy 
not generally employed ; the laft furnifhes us 
with an example of the efficacy of a medicine 
which, although recommended by the earlieft 
medical writers, has been long and too much 
neglected. Although the root of the fern had 
been recommended by Liofcorides, Galen, 
and others, for expelling from the inteftinal 
canal that worm which has the name of tenia, 
yet its influence feems to have been fo little 
known, that in the prefent age it feems to have 
been principally, if not only exhibited by thofe 
who made a fecret o: their mode of practice. 
And very lately, whe. an account of the me- 
thod of treatment eriployed by Madame Nouf- 
fer, after being fubjected to trial under the 
snf{pection of fome of the moft eminent phy- 

ficians 
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| in Paris, was made public by order of the 
French King; it appeared that her fuccefs, 


according to her own account at leaft, princi- 
pally depended on the powder of the male 
fern; the Polypodium Filix Mas of Lin- 6 
nzus. 


In the 25th article of the prefent publi- 
cation, we are prefented with the cafe of a 
woman, who difcharged every day, by the anus, 
numerous fragments of a tenia of different

meuns before employed had been ineffectual 

in producing a radical cure, when fhe came — ; 

under 
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under the care of Dr. Duncan at the Difpen- 
fary, he refolved to put her upon the ufe of 
Madame Noouffer’s medicines. By his direction 
fhe took, early in the morning, a dram of the 
powder of the root of the male fern. This 
was fucceeded, after an interval of four hours, 
by the ufe of a purgative, confifting of an 
ounce and a half of cream of tartar, together 
with three grains of gamboge, and as much 


calomel, formed into an electary with fimple 
fyrup. 


From the ufe of thefe medicines, feveral 
larger fragments, which, taken altogether, were 
about fifty inches in length, were brought 
away. And the day following, fome {maller 
fragments were difcharged ; but, contrary to 
what had formerly been the cafe, they came 
off in a dead ftate. ‘The confequence of this 
difcharge was, that fhe was foon freed from 
the fymptoms to which fhe had been before 
fubjected ; and although the fame medicines 
were afterwards repeated, no more fragments 
of the worm could be difcovered. As fhe has 
fince continued free from any return of her 
complaint for the fpace of many months, there 
1s great reafon to hope, that from this practice 
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a complete and radical cure has been ob- 
tained. 


If in the firft and laft articles of this work, 
we have examples of practices which are not 
very common; fo in the obfervations on many 

ycafes, particular doctrines are attempted to be 
eftablifhed which lead to modes of cure, at 
leaft in fome degree different from what are 
commonly followed. But in no inftance is this 
more remarkable than tn the 18th article, the 
fubject of which is a cafe of venereal go- 
norrhoea. In his obfervations on this cafe, he 
endeavours, by many arguments to prove, that 
gonorrhoea depends on an infetious matter, in 
its nature effentially different from that which ‘ 
produces fyphilis. But before attempting to Wg 
eftablifh this doétrine, he firft endeavours to ‘§ 
refute thofe which have chiefly been ufed in 
fupport of a contrary opinion. 


As a proof that gonorrhoea and fyphilis 
depend on precifely the fame infectious matter, 
it is urged, that both difeafes are very gene- 
rally the confequences of the fame remote ; 
-caufe, that is, communication with an infect- 
ed female; that from a fingle inftance of ex- 
pofure to infection a patient will be fubjected 
te 
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to both difeafes ; that from the fame female, 
and at the fame time, one will be infeéted 
with fyphilis, and another with gonorrheea ; 
and laftly, that an affection beginning as go- 
norrhoea, will, in confequence of improper 
treatment, be converted into fyphilis, 


From the confideration of many circum- 
f{tances, our author endeavours to fhew, that the 
famenefs of the remote caufe in both difeafes 
proves nothing more than that both are the 
effect of contact, while, at the fame time, they 
are principally feated in the genital organs. 
From confidering the condition of thofe by 
whom venereal infection is, in general, given, 


it can, he thinks, by no means feem ftrange that 
both infections fhould be communicated at the 
fame time; whether they depend on one mat- 
ter only, or on two different matters. He 
affirms that both gonorrhoea and fyphilis may 
lie fo long latent in the habit that it is often 
impoffible to determine at what period infec- 
tion has been contracted. Hence many of 
thofe inftances in which it is fuipected that, 
from the fame female, one man has derived 
{fyphilis and another gonorrhoea, are founded 
entirely on miftaken obfervation. But even 
admitting that there are inftances in which this 
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i ts certainly the cafe, yet, it by no means fol- 
1 lows, that both difeafes depend upon the fame 
. infectious matter. For it is by no means a 
£ rare occurrence to find a patient at once fub- 
1 jected to both difeafes; and there can be no 
op difficulty in conceiving, that, according, to cir- 
‘i cumftances, thefe affections may be communi- 
cated either feparately or conjoined. In anfwer 
H to the fourth and Iaft argument, which is, indeed, 
ih apparently the ftrongeft, our author replies, 
Be that thofe fymptoms which are in general fup- 
Pl pofed to indicate the converfion of gonorrhoea 
| into fyphilis, are not venereal ; and that in all 
At thofe cafes where the difeafes have fucceeded 
hy or fupervened upon each other, the probability 
ad is, that the patient had actually been infeéted 
I ii with both difcafes, although one of them may 
= have continued latent for fome time. In this 
kl ie manner, then, he endeavours to explain the 
Mid facts, and to invalidate the arguments from 
Bis which it has been generally concluded, that 
| ae gonorrhoea and fyphilis are merely different 
fets of fymptoms from the fame infectious 
matter. 
Bi. With the view of proving that gonorrhoea 
4 it, depends upon an infectious matter, which, in 
a its nature, is effentially different from that giv- 
i ing fyphilis, Dr. Duncan is of opinion, that 
4 argu- 
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arguments may be drawn from many different 


fources ; but particularly from attending to the 


introduction of the two affections into differ- 
ent countries ; from the phenomena which the 
difeafes exhibit; and from the method of cure 
by which each is moft readily overcome. Our 
author is of opinion, notwithftanding the 
many ingenious arguments which, he obferves, 
have been brought to prove the contrary by 
Mr. Sanches, that both fyphilis and gonor- 
rhoea were unknown in Ewrope till the difco- 
very of America. Andhe affirms, that from 
attending to the hiftory of thofe affections when 


they firft appeared in Europe, that the former 
had been diftinétly obferved feveral years be- 


fore the latter was known. 


This circumftance, he farther adds, has been 
by no means peculiar to Europe; and in 
China in particular, fyphilis prevailed for a 
very long period before gonorrhoea was known 
there. But of all inftances, what he confiders 
as the ftrongeft, is the cafe of the ifland of 
Otaheite, where, he tells us, that gonorrhea is 
ftill unknown, although fyphilis has been very 
common among them ever fince they were firft 
vifited by European circumnavigators. 
thefe facts then, he thinks it probable that a 
peculiar infectious matter is neceflary for giv- 
3 ing 
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ing each difeafe; and that the infection pro- 
ducing the one is incapable of giving rife to 


the other. 


But if fome arguments in fupport of this 
opinion, be derived from the hiftory of 
the two difeafes upon their firft introduc- 
tion into different countries, our author is of 
opinion, that reafons ftill more convincing are 
afforded from attending to the phenomena of 
the difeafes. Attention to the progrefs of the 
two difeafes fhews, that while fyphilis is an af- 
fection uniformly encreafing in violence, and, 
if it be not artificially removed, univerfally ter- 
minating in death, gonorrhoea is a difeafe, 
which, after running a certain courfe, hasa 
tendency toa natural cure. Where we are cer- 
tain of the origin of the infection, gonorrhea 
and fyphilis are each as much the confequence 
of the application of a particular matter, as 
{mall-pox, or meafles. And when we know 
the matter applied, we can as certainly foretel 
the difeafe which will follow in the one cafe as 
inthe other. And laftly, although in fome in- 
ftances the difeafes are combined, yet much > 
more frequently each runs its courfe without 
the flighteft appearance of the other. But 
were the infectious matter the fame, Dr. Dun- 
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can. contends, that in every inftance where go- 


norrhoea exifted, fyphilis muft of necefiity 


follow. In every fuch cafe, infectious matter 


is neceffarily applied to an innumerable multi- 


tude of lymphatic abforbents on the glans 
penis. Since this, however, is productive of 
no bad effect, it follows either that this matter 
is incapable of being abforbed, or that al- 
though it be abforbed it is innocent. But on 
either fuppofition it muft be concluded, that 
the matter of gonorrhoea and fyphilis, are ef- 
fentially different. From attending then 
to the phenomena of the two difeafes, he thinks 
it manifeftly appears, that there are numerous 
circumftances inconfiftent with the fuppofition 
of their depending on the fame infectious 
matter. 


Befides thefe, our author derives ftill a third 
fet of arguments in fupport of the hypothefis 
which he has adopted from the method of 
cure peculiar to each difeafe. There can be 
no doubt, he obferves, that the treatment 
ferving to remove gonorrhoea, is, by no means 
fitted for the cure of fyphilis; and that the 
treatment fuited for the cure of fyphilis is not 
calculated for the removal of gonorrhcea. 
Where the difeafes happen to be combined in 
the fame patient, the cure of gonorrhoea is by 
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hi no means proportioned to the influence which ¥ 
mercury has in healing chancres, difcufing 
buboes, or removing other fyphilitic fymp- 
| ' | toms. Nay, gonorrhoea is often obferved to ie 
be uninterrupted in its courfe, or even to 1n- 
creafe in feverity, during the ufe of, mercury, 
it which proves effectual in the cure of fyphilis. 3 
From all thefe circumftances taken together, 
he Dr. Duncan concludes, that there is at leaft a £ 
high probability that gonorrhoea and {yphilis 


depend each on a peculiar infectious matter. 
: After having endeavoured to eftablith this opi- if 
ie nion with refpect to the nature of gonorrhcea, Le 
ae he next makes fome remarks on the conclu- A 
; fions with refpect to practice, which are to be 
\ drawn from this theory. At the very earlieft he 
| ftages, he thinks, that the difeafe may be over- os 
| | i come and difcharged either by diffolving the o 
| | mucus to which it adheres, or by encreafing i 

the fecretion of mucus. When the difeafe is 
Bee farther advanced, he thinks that the treatment 4 
ae muft be directed firft to combat a ftate of in- o 
ae flammation, and then of atonia. The firft of i 
thefe ends is, he thinks, principally to be ac- = 

complifhed by evacuants, refrigerants, and 
antiphlogiftic regimen; the fecond, by aftrin- 
| gents and tonics. And in the cafe which gave 
rife 
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- rife to thefe obfervations it appears, that he 
4 employed as a tonic the Peruvian bark. Al- 
e though he allows, that this is a remedy which 


has a tendency rather to aggravate inflamma- 
tion than otherwife ; yet he affirms, that un- 
der proper adminiftration, and after the dif- 
eafe has made a certain progrefs, it will be 
found productive of the moft beneficial confe- 
quences. 


Befides the articles of which we have now 
given an analyfis, upwards of twenty others 
are contained in the prefent volume ; of which 
the limits of this publication will not admit 

of our giving any account. We mav only 
conclude with obferving, that this publication 
may be confidered as furnifhing a fpecimen of 
that kind oi inedicai educaticn, which the 
Difpenfary at Ediuburgh affords. And, how- 
ever much readers may dificr in their oi- 
nions with regard to the merit cf isis work, 
yet it muft, on all hands be allow od, that if tue 
great objects aimed at by a medical ftudenr, 
are, that he may learn by what fymptoms dif- 
eafes are moft certainly to be known, and by 
what remedies they are moft effectually to be 
removed, it is impoffible to conceive *ny 
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branch of education better calculated for his 
purpofe than careful attention to rational and 
judicious practice, when it is conjoined with 
a proper explanation of the intentions which 
the practitioner had in view, and a candid ac- 
count of the effects which were to be attri- 
buted to the medicines employed.

HAT fpecies of palfy in the lower extre- 
mities, which fo univerfally accompa- 
nies a curvature of the fpine, appears equally 


frequently, our author obferves, in both fexes, 
and in all ages, 


When 
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When this difeafe attacks an infant of only 
a year or two old, or under, the true caufe of 
it is feldom difcovered until fome time after 
the effect has taken place, as the people at- 
tending, whether parents or nurfes, know not 
where to look for it. The child is faid to be 
uncommonly backward in the ufe of his legs, 


or is thought to have received fome hurt at 
the time of birth. 


When again it affects a child that is old 
enough to have already walked, and who has 
been able to walk, the lofs of the ufe of his 


legs is gradual, though in “general not very 
flow. 


He at firft complains of being very foon 
tired, is languid, liftlefs, and unwilling to move 
much or at all brifkly; in no great length of 
time after this he may be obferved frequently 
to trip, and ftumble, although there is no im- 
pediment in his way; and whenever he at- 
tempts to move brifkly, he finds that his legs 
involuntarily crofs each other, by which he is 
frequently thrown down, and that without 
{tumbling ; upon endeavouring to ftand ftill and 
erect, without fupport, even for a few mi- 
nutes, his knees give way and bend forward. 


When 
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When the diftemper is a little farther ad- 
vanced. it will be found, that he cannot with- 
out much difficulty and deliberation direé& ei- 
ther of his feet precifely to any exact point ; 
and very foon after this, both thighs and legs 
lofe a great deal of their natural fenfibility, 
and become perfectly ufelefs for all the pur- 
pofes of loco-motion. 


| When an adult is the patient, the progrefs 
of the diftemper, we are told, is much the 
fame, but rather quicker. 


‘ The curvature of the fpine when detected, 
and which is fuppofed to be the caufe of this 
complaint, is found to vary in fituation, ex- 
tent, and degree, being either in the neck or 
back, and fometimes in the upper part of the 
loins ; fometimes it comprehends two vertebre 
only, fometimes three or more, by which the 
extent of the curve becomes neceflarily more 
or lefs; but whatever may be the degree or 
extent of the curvature, the lower limbs 
only feel the effect, at leaft the arms, we are 
told, have never been obferved to be affected 
by it. | | 


The curvature in the fpine which occurs» 
here is almoft always attributed to external 
violence ; but our author is of opinion that 
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in fuch inftances the effect is miftaken for the. 
caufe, and that previous both to the paralytic 
ftate of the legs, and to the alteration of the 
figure of the back-bone, there is a predifpof- 
ing caufe of both, confifting in a diftempered 
ftate of the ligaments and bones, where the 
curve foon after makes its appearance. 


All the ufual machinety, of fteel plates, 
{tiff ftays, &c. commonly recommended for 
correcting this fpecies of deformity, inftead 
of anfwering that purpofe, rather tending to 
ageravate the diforder, our author was fome- 
time ago, by a hint from Dr. Cameron at Wor- 
cefter, induced to make trial of iffues, infert- 
ed near to the difeafed parts, and the fuccefs 
which has fince that time attended the prac- 
tice, has been much greater than he had the 
leaft reafon to expect.—The tirft attempts 
were by means of pea-iffues; afterwards fetons 
introduced on each fide of the curve were 
tried ; but thefe frequently coming out, a 
large opening was at laft made upon each fide 
of the fpine by means of cauftic, and the dif- 
charge preferved by the introduction of a kid- 
ney bean, and by every three or four days 
fprinkling the bottom of the fore with fine 


powder of cantharides, 
| For 
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For a more particular account of the fuccefs 
of this remedy, we muft refer our readers to 
the work itfelf, but we cannot avoid inferting 
the following very fingular cafe. 


There is now, our author fays, a boy in Bar- 
tholomew’s hofpital, of about twelve years old, 
whofe cafe was fo truely deplorable, that a 
trial of the remedy was made, merely to avoid 
the appearance of inhumanity in difcharging 
him as incurable without trying fomething.— 
The curvature was in his back, and confifted 
of three or four vertebre, but by means of 
the weaknefs thereby induced, the whole fet 
of dorfal ones had fo univerfally and gra- 
dually given way, that he was excced- 
ingly deformed both behind and before. He 
was fo abfolutely incapable of motion, that he 
could neither turn himfelf nor fit up in his 
bed; his feet were pointed downwards, and 
his ancles fo ftiff that when he was held up, 
the extremities of his great toes touched the 
floor, nor could his fect be brought flat to the 
ground by any means or force whatever. In 


~ fhort, he was in every refpect as helplefs as can 


be fuppofed, and at the fame time in an ex- 
ceeding bad ftate of health, from difordcrs of 
the thoracic and abdominal vifcera. 


In 
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In this ftate he had been more than a year; 
it is now about three months fince the cauftics 
were applied ; he is become healthy, and free 
from moft of his general complaints ; has the 
moft perfect ufe of his legs while in bed, can 
walk without the affiftance of any body, or 
of any thing to hold by; and from his man- 
ner of executing this, there is little doubt, we 
are told, of his recovering, in a fhort time, the 
perfect ufe of his legs. 


To this it fhould be added, that although a 
confiderable degree of deformity does, and 
probably will always remain, yet the fpine in 
general is fo much ftrengthened, that the boy 
is feveral inches taller than he was four months 
ago. 

In the fecond part of this publication, we 
are favoured, as is expreffed in the title, with 
obfervations on the neceffity and propriety of 
amputation in certain cafes, and under certain 
circumftances. 


| Our author, we are told, was led to thefe 
A obfervations, from his being fatisfied, that the 
: propriety of amputations in certain cafes, 
{tands upon as fixed and as rational principles 
as any part of furgery. And from a contrary

Obfervations on Mineral Poifons, by Dr. Houlfton, 
Phyjfician in Liverpool. 


in treating of the antidotes, or remedies, 
for mineral poifons, alcaline falts are omitted 
to be recommended, both in Tiffot’s Advice to 
the People, and Buchan’s Domeftic Medicine, 
books very generally read and efteemed. As 
the effects of thefe poifons are often fo fudden 
as not to admit of calling in medical affift- 
ance, it feems the more neceffary to add this 
remedy to thofe recommended for common ufe 
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: T did not, till very lately, occur to me, that 
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fil to the peonle; and as the following hiftory of 
ait facts will tend to demonftrate the importance, 
| and to eftablifh the reafonablenefs, of this prac- 
a tice (although it happened fome years ago), I 
aR have thought it might be productive of good 
et to fociety that it fhould be more extenfively 
known. | 
ree. In 1774, one Jones, a cow-keeper of Liver-

| a with fome ale, which he himfelf had warmed. 
; ag He put fugar in it, and had repeatedly poured 
bth | jt backwards and forwards from one cup into 
| another. The fifter-in-law went thence into the 
a neighbourhood of Ormfkirk (thirteen miles di- 
| te ftant) where, in a few days, fhe died. The 
Tis coroner could not attend as foon as was defired, . 
and the body was in a very putrid ftate when 
ul it was opened. In the ftomach were found, 4 
ee fome fmall particles of what were judged to be . 
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cotrofive fublimate; but of this circumftance 
I was not informed till after the other woman 
was better. 


Mrs. Afhcroft came to me, May sth, a week 
_ after her drinking this ale. Immediately af- 
ter fhe took it, fhe fet out to go to Prefcot 
(feven miles) part of the way in a carriage, 
the reft on foot. She had not gone far before 
there came on a violent pain in her ftomach, 
with continued vomiting, and intolerable thirft, 
_ fo the ftopped to drink water almoft at each 
ditch. Her tongue, from her own account 
too, was confiderably fwelled. After much 
vomiting fhe was fomewhat relieved; but, to 
the time fhe applied to me, fhe had continued 
a to vomit up every thing fhe took, and come 
‘ plained of a heat and pain in her ftomach; at 
fome times much more violent than at others. 
‘4 As fhe feemed_ not in much pain then, and had 
' { vomited fo frequently, I only advifed her, 
‘: when ever fhe was fick, to wafh her ftomach 
plentifully with chamomile tea; hoping, that in 
a little time, the vomiting might be checked. 
The account of the death of the other wo- 


a man alarmed her greatly (as they had drank 
| out of the fame cup), and on the 7th in the 
evening fhe was extremely ill; her ftomach

fwelled, and was violently painful, fo that fhe _ 


could fcarcely fpeak to be heard, On confi- 

dering the ftory fhe had told me, of the man’s 

having put fugar in the ale, and beftowed fo 

much pains in mixing it thoroughly, it oc- 

cured to me, that the poifon added might pro- 

bably be the corrofive fublimate, which does 
not eafily diffolve, and that fome of it, having 
been {wallowed undiffolved might remain in 
that {tate enveloped in the mucus and attached 
to the coats of the fiomach ; which as it gra- 
dually diffolved irritated and caufed heat, pain, 
and vomiting. In this idea, I gave her a few 
fpoonfuls of a folution of falt of tartar, with 
a view to decompofe the fublimate, and the 
had no fconer {wallowed it then fhe was eafier. 
A little while after fhe took a.vomit, and I 
caufed fome blood to be taken away to guard 
again{t inflammation of the ftomach ; fhe was 
much better the next day, eat her dinner well, 
and did not vomit; but, on the oth at night, 
the pain returned, with great violence, and 
yeilded, as expeditioufly as before, to the folu- 
tion of falt of tartar. I now firft heard of 
there being fomething found in the ftomach 
of the other woman, fuppofed to be fublimate ; 


and, on queftioning my patient, learned, that 
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fhe had always been moft relieved, when after 
feveral efforts, fhe had vomited up a finall 
quantity of fomething which, as fhe herfelf 
expreffed it, tafted like milk which had ftood in 
a brafs pan. From thefe concurring circum- 
ftances, I had now no longer doubt of the poi- 
fon being, as I had fuppofed it, fublimate ; 
and, from the return of the fymptoms, con- 
cluded that there ftil! was fome of it retained, 
whofe folution, and action, was only very gra- 
dual. After repeating the vomit, I advifed 
her to continue conftantly the folution of falt 
of tartar, This, however, fhe had neglected, 
and on the r1th fhe had a frefh attack, which 
yielded readily to a repetition of the fame 
means. As her objection to the falt of tartar 
was its difagreeable tafte, I ordered her fome 
pills, containing each 3 grains of it, which 
convinced of the neceffity fhe did not omit 
taking. On the 15th was perfectly well and 
fo continued. 


The conclufion I would draw from hence is 
this ; in all cafes of poifon it is prudent im- 
mediately to give a folution of an alcali, fol- 
lowed by a vomit. If the poifon be corrofive 
fublimate, an alkali, either fixed or volatile, 
will decompofe it, and precipitate the metal 
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in a form nearly inoffenfive. It will have a 
fimilar effeét on the fugar of lead, the extract 
of lead, or on any metallic falt. If the pot- 
fon be arfenic, Neumann obferves, that, * al- 
calies will very plentifully diffolve it.” And 
if fo, as it is difficultly foluble in water, the 
yomit will then fucceed the better to difcharge 
it. Whether or no fulphur, exhibited in any 
form might leffen the danger of arfenic is not 
clear, though thefe two, when united, are not 
poifonous. If the poifon be of the vegetable 
clafs, an alcali can be of no differvice, nor 
interfere with the other means of remedying 
by evacuation, nor yet by the fubfequent ufe 
of acids, fo ftrongly infifted on by Tiffot, as 
counteracting the effects of narcotics; fince 
acids given together with alkaline falts, are 
pronounced to be attended with great fuccefs 
in this cafe, by Dr. Mead and others. 


To fupply the omiffion then in thofe popu- 
lar writers, might not the following directions 
be given on this fubject. “ When fymptoms 
‘¢ of poifon appear, mix a tea fpoonful of any 
‘‘ of the following articles, falt of tartar, falt 
** of wormwood, pearl-ath, pot-afh, fpirit of 
‘© harts-horn or of fal volatile, with half a 
** pint of water, and of this let one half be 
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‘¢ siven to the patient immediately, and the 
<< other in a fhort time afterwards. It will 
<< fometimes give great relief, and the vomit- 
‘* ing will ceafe. That, however, is ftill to 
“‘be promoted, and if it does not return 
‘Son drinking warm water, &c. after wait- 
<< ing a while it will be proper to give a vomit 
‘¢ of ipecacuanha, or, if that is not fufficient, 
| “one fill ftronger. After each vomiting, a 
«© dofe of this folution of falt of tartar fhould 
‘¢ be given, and it may be repeated every two 
‘© or three hours, efpecially if the pain of the 
‘¢ ftomach returns. It fhould be continued too 
‘¢ in fmall dofes for fome time after the fymp- 
toms difappear. If none of thefe falts are 
‘¢at hand, a little wood-afhes mixed with 


‘¢ boiling water will anfwer the fame end, 

¢ fuffering them to ftand till they fettle, and 
ae « pouring the water clear off. By tafting it, 
‘¢the degree of faltnefs will determine if the 
folution be ftrong enough, it be not dif- 
‘ «s agrecably fo it may be given.”

The Hiftory of an obftinate Affettion of the Bowels, 
cured by the Inje€tion of a Decottion of Tovacco, 
by Dr. John Evans, Phyfician at Ofwetry, 
Shropfhire. 


N the 6th of Odétober, about two 

o'clock in the afternoon, I was fent for 
to Mr. Loyd, a young gentleman about eleven 
years of age, who had, an hour before, received 
a violent kick from a horfe, upon the right 
hypogaftrium. Another perfon of the faculty, 
who was prefent when the accident happened, 
immediately bled him. Upon my arrival, I 
found him in great pain, with a low irregular 
pulfe, and a laborious refpiration. Dreading 
the confequences that might enfue from fuch 
an accident, I advifed his parents to confult 
Pr. Owen, an eminent phyfician, of Shrewf- 
bury, who happened fortunately to be in Of- 
weftry at that time. 


T he doctor ordered an opening medicine to 
be taken by the mouth, a fomentation, with 
an embrocation of camphorated oil to be ap- 
plied to the belly, and an emollient glyfter to 
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be immediately injected, with directions that 
the laft of thefe fhould be frequently repeated 
if neceflary. 


The next morning I found him labouring 
under fome febrile fymptoms, fuch as quick 
pulfe, intenfe thirft, parched tongue, with con- | 
fiderable tenfion of the whole abdomen, and ) 
a total fupprefhion of urine; the fame mode 
of treatment was purfued, together with a 
draught of oil and manna, which he took every 
four or five hours, according to the doctor's 
directions. 


On the 8th, his fever was rather abated, hav- 
ing had evacuations both by ftool and urine, 
which afforded confiderable relief, neverthelefs 
the {welling of the abdomen ftill remained. 


On the gth, his complaints were in every 
refpect the fame as before, and his medicines 
were continued. 


On the roth, his pain, fever, and fwelling 
of belly were confiderably abated, and his eva- 
cuctions, both by ftool and urine, had been 
fufficiently copious. From this time, he con- 
tinued recovering gradually until the 17th, on 
which day he was, without my knowlege, 
permitted to go down ftairs into a kitchen 


(which 
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which had been wafhed but a few minutes - 
before where he remained near an hour, fur- 
rounded by a large quantity. of wet linen, 
which was hung within the heat of the fire to 
be dried. That night he was attacked with vio- 
lent pain, forenefs, and tenfion of the whole 


abdomen, quick pulfe, and other fymptoms of 
enteritis. 


On the 18th, finding him in that fituation, 


ae I took away a large quantity of blood, and ad- . 
f miniflered a glyfter; but this procuring no eva- > 
ee cuation by ftool, I repeated the opening me- f 


ty dicines. In the afternoon he was feized with 
excruciating pains in his ftomach, for which 
he took an anodyne draught, and refted rather 
eafier that night. 


<< 
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On the roth, his bowels were ftill confti- 
pated, and his pains returned, accompanied 
with frequént vomiting, quick pulfe, and great 
tenfion of the abdomen. The glyfter, and 
other remedies were repeated, about eight 
BB, ounces of blood were again taken away, and 
: the anodyne draught repeated at night.

On the 2oth, his bowels ftill remained con- 
ftipated, the pains, tenfion, and vomiting con- 
tinuing, he was put into a warm bath, and 
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had a elyfter of warm water, and oleum Ri- 
cini; the anodyne was repeated, as before. 


On the arft, all his fymptoms encreafing, 
the warm bath and glyfter were repeated; he 
likewife took his anodyne with a couple of 
pills, confifting of extract. cathart. and calo- 
mel, one of which was repeated every three 
hours. 


On the 22d, his pains were fomething lefs fe- 
vere, though the tenfion, &c. ftill remained, 
and his pulfe was extremely feeble, he had alfo 
frequent vomitings, which were evidently ex- 
crementitious. His medicines were continued, 
and feveral fuppofitories were fucceffively in- 
troduced; the warm bath was repeated, and 
as foon as he came out of it, the fumes of to+ 
bacco were adminiftered by way of glyfter, but 
all attempts to relieve him ftill proved ineffec- 
tual. In this deplorable fituation, after giv- 
ing him his anodyne as ufual, I left-him, ex- 
pecting that night would have put a period to 
his fuffering. 


Cn ths 23d, to my great aftonifhment, I 
found my patient in the fame ftate as I left him 
the preceding afternoon. Being difappointed 
in the effect of the fumes of tobacco, I deter- 
| mined 
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mined to give him a decoétion of that plant 
by way of glifter, having more than once ad- 
miniftered it, with fuccefs, in fimilar cafes, when 
every other remedy had failed. To eight 
ounces of this decoction, I added two drachms 
of foft foap, and one ounce of antimonial 
wine. Inthe {pace of ten minutes after the 
olvfter had been injected, I had the inexpref- 
fibie fatisfaction of fecing my little patient 
feized with a moft copious vomiting and purg- 
ing, His ftools were fo exceedingly offenfive, 


that I was under the neceffity of quitting the a 

room during fome minutes. When he was re- . 

covered of his extreme ficknefs, I gave him 4 

an anodyne.cordial draught, and left him much 3 

rchieved. 

On the 24th, I found him confiderably bet- 

ter, having refted well during the preceding 

by : night; the tobacco glyfter was repeated, and eS 

| had again the defired effect. 

In one of the ftools, which was uncom- 
Hye monly offenfive, I difcovered a large mem- 
ieee branous fubftance, on which were a confider- 
able number of livid fpots; this membrane is 
e, ftill in my poffeffion, and appears evidently to 
ae be a portion of the villous coat of the intef- 
tines. 
| Hav- 
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Having conquered this obftinate and dan- 


gerous diforder, I gave my patient the Peru- 


vian bark freely ; at the fame time taking 
particular care to procure a ftool each day. In 
the {pace of a few days I had the pleafure of 
feeing him perfeétly reftored to his former ftate 
of health. 

During the whole of this laft illnefs, his 
food and beverage was chicken broth, gruel, 
and barley-water, and fometimes toaft and 
water, 


An Account of the Operation of amputating the 
Thigh at the upper Articulation, lately performed 
by Mr. William Kerr, Surgeon to the Royal 


Regiment of Horfe-G uards Blue, and to the 


Hofpital in Northampton. Communicated to 
Dr. Duncan, by Dr. Toll, Surgeon to the 
Fourth Regiment of Dragoons. 


A Girl, between eleven and twelve years 
. & of age, was brought into the hofpi- 
tal, from Kettering, in December laft. She 
had a tumor on the outfide of her right 
thigh, extending from the middle to near the 
great trochanter; fhe was very much emaciated, 
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had a conftant cough, night fweats, and many 
more heétic fymptoms. She told us that fhe ie 
had been ailing upwards of two years, during i. 
which period fhe had frequently had fevers, 
and that her lamenefs had been gradually in- 
creafing from her firft illnefs. ‘That at firft fhe rd 
had little pain, but a few months before fhe ¥ 
came into the houfe, it became very acute from 4 
the groin all round the hip, and till then fhe 
never obferved the tumor before mentioned. 


She fuffered great pain upon the leaft mo- 
tion of the joint, and upon every fuch attempt 
there was a very perceptible grating to be felt. 
Being engaged myfelf, I directed Mr. Warden, 
houfe-furgeon to open the tumor the day after 
fhe came into the hofpital; there was dif- A 
charged about half a pint of ill-conditioned % 
matter, and we had the fame kind of dif- 1 
charge, in very great quantity, at every dreff- 
ing, from that time till the operation which 
was performed the Saturday following. 


| Flattering myfelf that the hectic fymptoms,

ey that the joint was ‘difeafed, and concluding 

a therefore, tuat there was no other method of 

cure but by amputating the limb at the articula- 
tion, I fet about it in the following manner. 
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Having laid the patient on the found fide 

upon a table of a common height, and put- 

ting the difeafed thigh at right angles with the 

uy trunk, I began my incifion immediately be- 

hind the top of the great trochanter, carrying 

it obliquely backwards and downwards, ,to 

the infide of the thigh, and from thence ob- 

iquely upwards to within two inches of the 
crural artery. 


I then began a fecond incifion at the fame 
place with the former, carrying it in an oppo- 
fite direction over the upper extremity of the 
trochanter, and from thence obliquely for- 
wards and ‘downwards to within the fame dif- 
tance of the veffel, as in the former. 


= 


Thefe incifions were made only through the 
fkin and fat, which being well drawn back by 
by my two affiftants, I cut down into the joint, 
and from thence carried two other incifions 
through the mufcles in the fame order and di- 
rection, and to the fame extent as thofe which 
were made through the outer teguments. 


o I then turned the head of the femur out of 
= the acetabulum, that I might with more eafe 
: and fecurity accomplifh the moft important 
part of the operation, namely, the taking up 
the artery, From the foregoing defcription 
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you will eafily conceive that a flap about four 
inches in breadth, confifting of all the tegu- 
ments with the artery included, was ftill undi- 
vided. This flap I grafped firmly betwixt the 


fingers and thumb of my left hand, (my fingers 


on the fkin fide of it, and my thumb on the 
mufcular) and cut it through immediately be- 
low my hand, and between three and four inches 
from the paffage of the artery under the liga- 
mentum Fallopit. 


The incifion here was made from above 
downwards, firft through the mufcular part of 
the flap, and then through the fat, veffels, and 
fkin. It was done in this manner that the fkin 
might correfpond with that which was divided 
by the firft incifions, and that the edges of the 


wound, we cannot fay ftump, might thereby 


be kept neat and uniform. 


The next ftep was to fecure the artery, which 
I effected by paffing a ftrong ligature round it 
with a needle, and getting one of my affiftants 


to tie it up, fuch a compreffion being all the 


while made upon it by my left hand in the 
manner related above, as to prevent the lofs of 
a fingle drop of blood, and the hemorrhage 
from the other arteries was full as inconfider- 


able 
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able as in any other amputation of the thigh. 
By faving a good portion of fkin the wound 
was much mofye decent and feemly than you can 
well imagine; but, to my great mortification, 
I found not only the acetabulum carious, but 
alfo the adjacent parts of the offa innominata 
to a very confiderable extent. From her al- 
moft conftant cough, I] was under the greateft 
apptehenfion that the artery would be forced 
Open; yet no mifchicf enfued, and the liga- 
ture fell off at the fourth or fifth drefling. The

in which there was fcarcely a veftige of pul- 
monary fubftance remaining. The left lobe 
alfo was full of abfceffes, and reduced to lefs 
than half the natural fize. An abfcefs (com- 
monly called the pfoas abfcefs) was likewife 
found on the right fide, in the abdomen, which 
coramunicated, by a corroded opening within 
the acetabulum, with the joint. 


I have given you an exact narrative of the 
circumftances of the cafe, the operation, and 
the event of it, at leaft, I do not recollect any 
other of confeuence. I fhall not comment 
farther upon it than juft to obferve, that the to- 
tal deftructicn of the ligamentum rotundum by 
the fuppuration within the joint, contributed 
greatly to the facility with which the operation 
was accomplifhed ; ‘our I imagine, if that liga- 
ment had been entire, the divifion of it would 
have been attended with perhaps confiderable 
embarraflment, I think, however, it might be 
effected in a found joint. 


With regard to the expediency of the ope- 
ration, I am fo much convinced of it in cer- 
tain cafes, that in fuch I fhall not, for the fue 
ture, hefitate to perform it when they occur.

The Hiftory of avery uncommon convulfive Coughs 
cured by the Flowers of Zinc. By Dr. Charles 
Leith, at Fobnftone, near Montrofe. 

N the 25th of July, a poor woman 
brought her daughter to me, about four 
teen years of age, affected with the moft vio- 
lent convulfive cough I had ever feen or hear. 
of. It attacked her by fits at uncertain inter- 
vals of half an hour, two, or fometimes three 
hours diftance, and commonly held her in one 
continued cough from five to fifteen or twenty 
minutes atatime. When fhe drew in her 
breath, it was with that kind of howling noife, 
but longer and louder than is common, in the 
chin-cough, and with a feemingly ftronger and 
more laborious inf{piration than ever I had ob. 
ferved in any perfon ill of that difeafe. As 
foon as the fit was over fhe feemed perfectly 
well, asif fhe ailed nothing ; and could fpeak, 
fing, or walk, without any danger of bringing 
..on the fit again. It had feized her about three 
or four days before I faw her, and in that time 
had feldom intermitted for more than three 
hours. She had a fit of it while waiting for 
me, which lafted a full quarter of an hour; 
a2 the 
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the howling noife of which, was heard all over 
the houfe, and alarmed the whole family, who 
could not for fome time difcover what odd 
found it was, having fcarce any refemblance to 
the human voice. She had another, while talk- 
ing with me, which lafted about five minutes. 
Her mother infifted that it could not be the 
hooping-cough, which I thought it refembled, 
as fhe had gone through that diforder feveral 
years before; and it is the general opinion, 
that, like the finall-pox and meafles, that dif- 
eafe never attacks the fame perfon twice. Be 
that as it would, it plainly appeared to be a 
convulfive cough, and a proper oppcrtunity for 
trying the effects of the flowers of zinc, as 
lately recommended by Dr. Percival, which I 
therefore determined to give her. But as the 
oirl appeared to be plethoric, and her eyes 
fomewhat inflamed from the violence of the 
cough, I thought it prudent to advife the mo- 
ther to get her bled in the arm, and to-apply 
a blifter to her neck as foon as fhe could. Mean 
time I gave her thirty pills, each containing 
one grain of the flowers of zinc, one of which 
fhe took immediately about four o’clock in the 
afternoon. Another I ordered to be taken at 
bed-time, and one every fix hours afterwards, 
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oh, the mother retucned, at my de- 
fire ..me ‘h< effects. 


‘tae blifter had been applied on the evening 
of the 25th, and fhe was blooded on the morn- 
ing of the 26th. She took the pills as directed, 
and had but one flight return of her cough after 


taking the firit, and that was on her return. 


home from my houfe. I defired her to conti- 


nue the ufe of the pills for two or three days . 
longer. On the zoth, her mother brought her 


to me again; fhe had taken four pills every 
day, and had no return of her cough, except- 
ing that flight one above mentioned in her way 
home on the 25th. 


This cure could not be attributed to the 
blifter, or bleeding, for the cough had ceafed 
before either of them was ufed. 


From hence I am induced te believe, that 
this will prove a fovereign medicine in the 
hooping-cough, if given early in the difeafe, 
i.e. while the diftemper is purely convulfive, 
and before a flux of humours, from the re- 
peated paroxyfms, is fettled on the bronchia ; 
for when that comes to be the cafe, it is ob- 
vious that other methods of cure are indicated, 
befides the ufe of antifpafmodics.

Dr, John Purcell, one of the profeffors of

In this paper, among 
other particulars, Dr. Purcell endeavours to 
fhew, that this operation, which has hitherto 
been propofed only for the extraction of the 
foetus in cafes for which the Cefarian fection 
was formerly recommended, promifes to be 
productive of ftill greater advantage in cafes 
of retrovetted uterus, which would otherwife 
prove fatal. How far his reafoning upon this 
fubject is fufficient to render the operation ad- 
vifeable, our readers will be beft able to judge, 
from a candid perufal of the paper itfelf, which 
will appear in the firft volume of the Tranf- 
actions of the Medical Society, a work which is 
at prefent preparing for the prefs. Mean while, 
the communicating to our readers, this propo- 
fal of Dr. Purcell’s, may, perhaps, be of fome 
ufe; if this practice fhall feem advifeable to 
thofe, to whom fuch unfortunate cafes may 
eccur.
